In the Non-Final Office Action mailed on December 16, 2004, the Examiner 
rejected claims 8-12 and 38-42 under 35 U S C § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Afar et al. (WO 03/025138) and, in the alternative, as being anticipated by Tanner et 
al. (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0119043). Specifically, the Examiner asserted 
that SEQ ID NO:4 of the above-identified application was anticipated by Afar et al. 
and, in the alternative, Tanner et al. 

We declare that the amino acid sequence at issue, SEQ ID NO:4, was 
reduced to practice in the United States prior to the 102(e) date of either Afar et al. or 
Tanner et al. Further to this declaration, we attach signed notebook pages (Exhibit 
1), with dates redacted, that exemplify the human PAIGB protein (see highlighted 
text).
